WASHINGTON, July 11.—Presi- 

dent Hoover refused today to open to 
the senate the secret exchanges lead- 
ing up to the naval treaty.’ Anti- 
treaty leaders replied at once with a 
charge that Mr, Hoover and the state 
department have saddled upon the 
country once again “old world secret 
diplomacy.” 

Then Senator Norris, republican, 
Nebraska, counted as a treaty sup- 
porter, introduced the first proposed 
reservation, to make ratification on 
subject to the understanding that no 
secret papers modified the treaty and 
no secret agreements would in the 
future control its construction. Sena- 
tors Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, 
a treaty conference delegate, and Al- 
len, republican, Kansas, leader of the 
young guard republican forces favor- 
ing the treaty, immediately denounced 
the proposal and announced’ they 
would fight it.

Mr. Hoover in a formal message re- 
plied to the senate’s resolution of 
yesterday, asking for all the secret 
documents. He said publication would 
constitute a “betrayal of trust” but 
that any senator could be, and sever- 
al bad been, permitted to inspect the 
papers in confidence,

Places All Foreigners in 
Interior in Jeopardy. 
Evacuation Urged.

The spirited renewal of banditry in 
the lower Yangtze valley of China is 
causing serious apprehension for the 
safety of the 355 Americans there, it

This concern led the American con- 
sul general at Hankow, 
Lockhart, to cirecularize the Ameri- 
cans in the valley and advise them to 
evacuate immediately to places of 
safety. Foreigners living in interior 
China are in “immediate danger,” 
Lockhart advised the department.

had been fired on by Chinese bandits 
along the banks.. Recently an Ameri- 
can sailor was killed by bandit fire as 
hid boat sailed up the river.

The bandits, it was said at the state 
department, represent not only pro- 
fessional marauders who have been 
active for years, but some of the cast- 
off troops of the numerous armies 
which have marched and counter- 
marched over Chinese territory during 
the recent civil wars.

ALLEGE INSULTS 


Farm Board Brings Storm 
of Criticism Upon Self 
by Terming State “Hog 
in the Trough.” 


AMARILLO, Texas, July 11.—(?) 


A demand from the publighers of a | 


Kansas newspaper for the resignation 
of Alexander Legge as chairman of 


the federal farm board, and outspoken 


opposition to any reduction of wheat 
acreage in the Texas panhandle, to- 
day greeted .Légge and Secretary of 
Agriculture Hyde as they continued 
their tour of the southwest wheat 
belt. . 
Coupled with their demand for 
Legge’s resignation, Max M. and Louis 
Levand, publishers of the Wichita- 
Kan., Beacon, asked for an apology 
from the farm board chairman for 


what they termed an “insult” to the 
people of Kansas. 

The publishers objected to a state- 
ment attributed to Legge in his speech 
yesterday at Dodge City, Kan., that 
“the biggest hog will always lie in 
the trough. Kansas is now in the 
trough.” 

Legge would not comment on the 
request of the Levands for his retire- 
ment, which was telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Hoover and members of the Kan- 
sas congresstonal delegation as well as 
Legge himself. ; 

The allusion to the hog in the 
trough was made by: Legge in reply- 
ing to the’ contention of Governor 
Clyde M. Reed, of Kansas, that wheat 
acreage reduction, as advocated by 
the government spokesman, would not 
solve the problems of the Kansas farm- 
er and that Be gee phy Er 
tailed it should He carried subdn_other 
states not as “wall equipped Co paw 
wheat as Kansas.

“We ask an apology from’ Mrv Legse 
and, since he says he has done all he 
can to help the farmer, we ask bis 
resignation,’ the Wichitans said in 
their telegram. 

At the meeting here today, one of 
a series arranged by Secretary Hyde 
and Chairman Legge to urge the 
wheat farmers to organize and to plant 
less acreage, sevtéral speakers opposed 
the acreage reduction proposals 80 
far as Texas is concerned.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—H)—

The senator, speaking to represent- 
the press, proposed an 
amount four times as large as that 
suggested by Governor Reed—recom- 
mending that the board buy 100,000,- 
000 bushels. In his campaign against 
the board’s acreage-reduction plan the 
governor has recommended the .pur- 
chase of 25,000,000 bushels. 

Declaring the government could not 
lose any money on the purchase of 
wheat at current prices, the senator 
said he would take the matter up with 
Chairman Legge as soon as he re- 
turned from his tour of the winter 
hard wheat belt in behalf of acreage 
reduction. 

The demand for Mr. Legge’s resig- 

nation is the most precipitate action 
the foes of his acreage reduction 
campaign have taken thus far. The 
conflict with Governor Reed has been 
fought on economic lines—the gov- 
ernor maintaining Kansas should be 
allowed to produce to the limit be- 
cause she could produce cheaply and 
turn out a superior preduct. The 
chairman’s answer has been that Kan- 
sas should be the first to reduce be- 
cause it is the largest wheat state and 
adds the greatest amount to the sur- 
plus. 
It was recalled at the farm board 
that Chairman Legge’s reference to 
the “hog in the trough” is a pet phrase 
of his and one he has used before in 
urging large cotton pFoducing states 
to reduce their acreage.

STORM WRECKS -

Heavy Gale With Rain 
Sweeps Through South- 
‘ern Part of State. 


A wind and rain storm of eyclenic 
proportions’ struck south Georgia late 
Friday afternoon, wrecking houses, 
tele-raph lines. and damaging crops, 


| according to reports reaching Atlanta. 


Although it was impossible to as- 
certain the extent of damage in the 
séctions, as telegraph wires were out 
of commission, it is believed that it 
will run into thousands of dollars. 

The worst part of the storm is re- 
ported to have hit the Boston district, 
in Thomas county, where a high wind 
blew down large forest trees, laid four 
houses flat on the ground, and un- 
reofed about a dozen other residences. 

Highway No. 38 was blocked with 
37 big trees blown across the road, 
and hundreds of trees were down in 
the near-by woods. Automobiles were 
forced to wait until highway forces 
could cut the debris away sufficiently 
to establish a route. 

From Thomas county the storm 
traveled in the direction of Monticello 
and Tallahassee, Fla. Telephone op- 
erators and telegraph companies in 
Thomasville, which was out. of the 
path of the gale, reported their wires 
out of commission to Boston, Monti- 


The tratk 6f the Aflantié Coast 
Line also was reported blocked some- 
where in the -Boston district and 
trains were not able to get through. 

Although details: were lacking, ‘it 
was learned that many families were 
made homeless in the Pavyo, Pelham 
and Meigs districts. 

All wires were down from Cuth- 
bert to Eufaula, Ala., and the Central 
of Georgia railway to Montgomery, 
Ala., was blecked for several hours 
by uprooted trees and telephone poles. 

Power lines also were crippled in 
Bainbridge and workers late Friday 
night spread a warning against live 
wives which were down in every sec- 
tion of the city, it was said.

Hawks Slightly Hurt 


As New Plane Falls 


WICHITA, Kan., July 11.—)— 
Captain Frank Hawks escaped with 
minor injuries here today when a new 
speed plane, the Mystery 8, which he 
was testing in pecoeretine for an at- 
tempt to lower his east-west transcon- 
tinental flight record, crashed to the 
ground while traveling between 80 
and 90 miles an hour. Hawks suffered 
only slight cuts on the shoulders and 
neck, 

The engine stalled.as Hawks was 
returning to the Travel Air field after 
a trial flight. The undercarriage of 
the plane struck telephone wires at 
the edge of the. field and the ship 
plunged nose first to the ground, turn- 
ing over twice. Hawks remained with 
the plane, which was badly damaged. 

The flier had planned to leave here 
tomorrow for New York to await the 
start of his record attempt with stops 
scheduled at Indianapolis, Wichita 
and Albuquerque. He now holds the 
east-west non-stop record.’ . 

Hawks said the mishap would delay 
his project about a month. After his 
injuries \were treated at the airport 
he telephoned sponsors of his flight 
in New York and received authoriza- 
tion to have the plane repaired imme- 
diately.

While Atlanta Friday afternoon and 
Friday night was enjoying cooling 
breezes that checked a mercury ap- 
parently headed for another high rec- 
ord the rest of the south continued to 
swelter under ‘temperatures that 
ranged from 10%, recorded at Green- | 
wood, Miss., to a more favorable 88 
at Key West—on the gulf coast. 

Sunstroke here claimed another vic- 
tim, Ben Edwards, 65-year-old negro 
employe of the city waterworks de- 
partment. The old negro was rushed 
to Grady for treatment but he died 
early Friday afternoon. 

Four deaths from drowning, all oc- 
curring while.the victims were seek- 
ing relief from the heat, were report- 
ed from Birmingham, which reported 
only 101 Friday as compared with 
Thursday's wilting mark of 105.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.— 
The question that has consumed four 
days of the senate session, the demand 
to sees the correspondence between 
Secrethyy of State Stimson and Am- 
bassado? Dawes, has no direct bearing 
on the question of ratifying the treaty. 
This is wholly a collateral contro- 
versy over a point of power, pride and 
prerogative between the senate and the 
executive branch of the government. 
The line-up on this question has no re- 
lation to the line-up on ratifying the 
treaty. Senator after senator has 
said, in effect, that he would vote to 
ratify the treaty but that it would 


fight all summer to maintain the sen- 
ate’s demand to see this correspond- 
ence. They have said that, as NSen- 


ator Black, of Alabama, put it, this |- 


question of prerogative “fundamentally 
transcends in importance the question 
of the treaty itself.” 

This question of prerogative as he- 
tween senate and president is to the 
front as respects all relations between 
the two. When a large part of the 
senate opposed Charles E. Hughes as 
Chief Justice, much of their action 
was in the nature of serving notice on 
the president that he must give the 
senate a larger share in the selection 
of justices. More lately, the senate 
has been outraged because threugh the 
flexible provision of the tariff, a large 
part of the historically most important 
function of congress has been trans- 
ferred to the president. The senate 
feels the president over rode them 
about the pension bill. Senator Black 
stated the broad position of the sen- 
ate when he said that the position of 
the president in the present matter 
“is an attempt on the part of the ex- 
ecutive to whittle off one more legis- 
lative function. We have yielded the 
power to tax, we have yielded the 
power to apportion representatives.” 

Proviso. 

The dispute about the treaty corre- 
spondence is not a question of the sen- 
ate seeing the correspondence. It is 
a question of the senate seeing it un- 
conditionally. Senator Reed, of Penn- 
sylvania, has the correspondence in his 
possession. He offers to turn it over 
to the whole senate with a proviso. 
in executive session as distinguished 
Th: proviso is that the senate read it 
from open session. Executive session 
would prevent publication. At. this 
proposal, Senator Johnson, of Cafifor- 
nia, is indignant. What he is indig- 
nant at is the proviso, the placing of 
any condition whatever upon the sen- 
ate’s seeing the correspondence. It is 
a matter of principle with him. His 
position is that the senate has a right 
to see the correspondence. Since the 
senate has a right, therefore it is in- 
sulting to the senate that there should 
be any proviso or condition whatever 
attached to the seeing of the corre- 
spondence. 

Public curiesity as to just what is 
in the correspondence, and as to rea- 
sons for not publishing it broadcast, 
is answered by Democratic Leader 
Robinson, of Arkansas, who fas seen 
the correspondence. He says the “mes- 
sages according to the processes of 
diplomacy from time immemorial, were 


confidential. There were some sent’ 


by our representatives abroad describ- 
ing situations in foreign governments 
which if published might cause very 
reaction. Publication 
might create such resentment in other 
countries that the treaty might not be 
ratified by them. There is to me an 
element of comedy in the matter and 
that would be apparent if senators 
could read some of these ‘secret mes- 


sages. 
Might Offend. 

Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, who 
has a sense of humor, went farther ir 
hinting what is in the so-called secret 
correspondence and in suggesting why 
it should not be published “in the 
newspapers of the whole round globe,” 
though he implied there would be no 
harm in publication in American 
newspapers. Senator Reed described 
the correspondence by analogy to the 
correspondence of the other nations, 
together with an allusion to the arts 
of poker. He said: “When the dele- 
gates of the five nations were named, 
I do not know what information the 
ambassadors of Great Britain, of 
Japan, of France and of Italy bere in 
Washington sent to their governments. 
But they would sadly remiss in 
their duty if they had not promptly 
communicated back to their govern- 
ments their estimate of the individuals 
who were named. It is open to any 
of us to assume that ordinary commu- 
nication of that character would have 
been ‘made by Ambassador Dawes to 
our ‘own government. Ambassador 
Dawes might have said: ‘Sir What's- 
ee Snooks is a very shrewd 
man. He 
be wajtched.’ Suppose that were pub- 
lished? That is the kind of stuff that 
compfises these so-called deadly se- 
cret | documents, the ordinary full,

bassador like Mr. Dawes, speaking as 
he would speak if he were closeted 
in an office with fis president.” 
Washington gossip hints a further 
humorous reason for hesitancy about 
publishing the correspondence, It is 
rather well known that Ambassador 
Dawes occasionally uses language 
more appropriate to intimate con- 
versations than to diplomacy or Sun- 
day schools. Undersecretary of State 
Joseph P. Cotton has the same trait 
of forceful expression. lt is possible 
the correspondence may contain some 
inelegant words that would shock the 
very polite world of diplomacy. Ac-

tremely long dispatch full of woe and 
trouble.

The procession was designed to be 
a sympathetic demonstration for the 
Gharwali soldiers who wefe court- 
martialed at Peshawar when they dis- 
obeyed orders in the recent troubles, 
Hack attempt to form in line was 
hreken up by the police, who charged 
the volunteers with staves. 

The troubles began when some 50 
volunteers attempted to form a pro- 
vession on the edge of the Maidan 
esplanade in a 12-acre irregular 
square in front of the municipal build- 
ing. Police sergeants ordered their 
leader to disperse the crowd but when 
he refused the sergants charged, using 
canes and rubber whips resembling 
black snakes. 

A few minutes later, 70 or 80 Sikhs 
mar¢hed into the center of the square. 
they, too, were charged by the ser- 
geants and followed up by native 
police. 

Some 36 Sikhs were injured. The 
rest sat on the pavements and had 
to be carried ly to the sidewalk, 
where they continued to squat for 
more than three hours. 

At intervals of about an hour fur- 
ther attempts were made to form a 
line. but all were broken up by the 
police. Though the military force was 
held in reserve, it was not called into 
service. 

Few women appeared, for Mr. Modi, 
president of the Bombay congress 
committee, had requested women not 
to participate.

'the volunteer marchers not to carry 


umbrellas so that they might be abso- 
lutely unarmed when attacked by the 
police. Modi himself was arrested 
early in the afternoon.

Figuring it has saved consumers $33,- 
000,000 a month in the retail price of 
meat and increased producers’ profits, 
the farm board has decided to inform 
the public whenever it believes condi- 


tions Warrant a cut in tl.e retall price 
of agricultural products. 

- Teague, board member rep- 
resenting fruits and vegetables, said 
today that while no definite policy 
had been established he had no doubt’ 
the board would issue statements in 
regard to retail prices whenever the 
opportunity arose te benefit the gen- 
eral public. 


Teague's statement followed reports

Most 
traders devoted themselves instead to 
reports of persistent hot dry weather 
northwest and to advices telling of se- 
vere damage in the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana. 

Buying demand lagged, however, 
after the wheat market had bounded 
upward about 2c.. Then came re- 
ports that drought northwest had been 
at least partly broken. A flood of 
selling followed, some of it of a stop- 
loss character, and prices of wheat 
quickly faded away... Contributing to 
the late weakness of wheat was word 
that the movement of the newly har- 
vested crop in the southwest continued 
of large proportions, with Kansas City 
today alone receiving 1,177 cars.

In the course of his response to the 
address of welcome, J. Ralston Car- 
gill, secretary of the Columbus~Cham- 
ber of Commerce, presented the sub- 
ject of planning for. observance of 
Georgia’s bicentenary in 1933. His 
suggestion contemplates later consid- 
eration by various Chambers of Com- 
merce and if approved it would be 
handled by a commission or other or- 
ganization. Mr. Cargill’s suggestion 
looks toward promotion of best inter- 
ests of Georgia which may be aided 
by advertising on a national scale 
and by representation in New York 
and Chicago of the onward Georgia 
movement. 

W. H. Foster, of Rome,- suggested 
Chamber of Commerce programs that 
allow. all members participation in 
civic movements, as a method to hold 
Chamber of Commerce membership. 
This would depart from the present 
method of delegating activities to 
groups. 

Peter V. Rice, of Elberton, explain- 
ed methods successful in building 
membership in Chambers of Com- 
merce in small cities.

COMMUNIST VENTURE 
APPROACHING CRISIS 


ATHENS, Ga., July 11.—(/)—The 
great venture of communism in Rus- 
Sia. is approaching a crisis and its 
suecess depends on the small com- 
munist party's ability to control the 
peasants, Dr. Paul Monroe, director 
of .the school of education at Colum- 
bia University, told the Institute of 
Public Affairs here Friday. 

_ The 180,000,000 inhabitants of Rus- 

Sia are distributed over an area al- 
most twice as big as the United 
States and are controlled by about 
1,600,000 members of the communist 
party, be said. And the party, he 
explained, is controlled by Stalin. 

“There has been two splits in the 
communist ranks,” he said. “The 
left wing, led by Trotsky, favored an 
attempt to communize the world and 
was opposed by Stalin, secretary of 
the party and its absolute dictator. 

“The 25,000,000 peasants agreed 
with Trotsky, but Stalin won and 
Trotsky and his followers were driven 
from the party. 

“Then Stalin reversed his stand and 
ordered efforts to enlist the peasants 
into the party. The right wing, the 
conservatives, disagreed with him. 

“The success or failure of the 
regime now depends on whether Stalin 
will be able to handle the peasants 
and farmers.” 


WATERMELON GROWERS 
AGAIN. STOP. SHIPPING 


ADEL, Ga., July 11.—For the sec- 
ond time this season the watermelon 


market has become so demoralized as 
to cause Sowega Melon Growers’ Asso- 
ciation here to discontinue shipping. 

Heavy shipments have been moving 
from Georgia, Florida, South Carolina 
and five other states, but the quality 
of shipments caused by excessive heat 
and sunburn has probably had more 
to do with the lack of demand than 
anything else. It has caused the eash 
track buyers to virtually quit buying 
and independent growers have been 
forced to consign their shipments. 
The association management be- 
lieves the suspension of shipments for 
a few days will enable the markets to 
clean up and when shipments are re- 
sumed a more satisfactory price will 
be obtained.

The 
majority of the buyers making their 
headquarters in Valdosta have closed 
their offices and moved higher up the 
state. —

PARIS, July 11.—(#)—Premier 
Tardieu’s foes resumed their attack 
on the government tonight and once 
more the spirited prime minister tri- 
umphed, ronting the opposition for 
the fourth time in three 8s on a 
vote of confidence that stood at 316 to 
268. Having won the day M. Tar- 
dieu adjourned parliament. 


The session ended in a turmoil such 
as had marked it virtually since Jan- 
uary. ‘The prime minister, weary of 
facing repeated assaults, ferestalled 
new ones by mounting the speaker's 
rostrum and exercising his irrevocable 
power of ¢losing the session, soon aft- 
er 8 o'clock tonight. 


The opposition, led by the com. 
munists, with the sucialists and radi- 
‘eals following, protested vehemently 
at what they declared to be premature 
closing of the regular term. 

There was no going behind the de- 
cree, however, and so the opposition 
contented itself with prolonging the 
scene an hour and a hak in a bois- 
terous show of its displeasure. 

M. Tardieu showed good-humored 
astonishment that the deputies were 
so anxious to remain in the heated at- 
mosphere of the legislative palace to 
continue their idle ¢fforts to unseat 
the government. He urged them to re- 
turn to their constituencies, explain 
matters and enjoy the open air. 

Veering from the subject of the pen- 
alties imposed upon striking postof- 
fice workers which precipitated yes- 
terday’s crisis, the radicals today 
challenged the department of finance 
and other subordinate administrative 
divisions of the government. 

The issue came after u lofg discus- 
sion of a radical interpellation on the 
manner in ,which the government prv- 


alleged to be an excessive financial 
burden upon the departments, cities 
and communes, a part of which, it was 
held by the opposition, the state ought 
to shoulder, 

M. Tardieu accepted the battle as 
offered by his political antagonists, 
posing a question of confidence on 
their resolution. 

The resolution tersely invited the 
government to bring about the neces- 
sary reforms. The prime minister re- 
jected it because it did not express 
confidence in the government. 

The subject was cleverly chosen be- 
cause it placed a large number of gov- 
ernment supporters in an embarrassing 
situation with reference to their rural 
constituencies which might expect t 
benefit from a reform such as de- 
manded by the radicals. 

The attacks, however, lacked the 
vital element of confidence to carry 
them through, while the premier re- 
plied with his usual assurance which 
carried the day. 

The premier repulsed one attack 
yesterday by 66 votes. He-had as 
comfortable a margin in the others. 
Three different questions have been 
used for the purpose of unseating his 
cabinet since Tuesday. 

The parliamentary session normally 
would have ended Saturday before the 
national holiday occurring July 14, 
Bastille Day. Immediately after the 
vote was polled today the premier 
formally closed the regular session of 
parliament. \. 

After the reading of the decree of 
cloture, the senate quietly ended its 
session and the senators dispersed for 
the summer vacation. The senate halJs 
in the Luxembourg palace were locked 
up. 
Not so in the chamber of deputies. 
The final minutes there were boister- 
ous and filled with complaints. 

Former Premier Herriot, on behalf 
of the radical socialists, protested 
against Premier Tardieu’s action in 
closing the session. The socialist dep- 
uty, Baron, striding ostentatiously up 
to the government benches, defiantly 
sat in Premier Tardieu’s customary 
seat. 

As President Bouisson vainly tried 


to stem the flood of eloquence and 
protest, Leon Blum, the socialist lead- 


|er, rose in his turn ‘to protest, assert- 


ing that the program traced by M. 
Tardieu himself had not been acted 


upon. 
During all this time M. Bouisson 


| Was trying to get the minutes adopted. 


The members of the government had 
long since left. Finally after an hour 
and a half of argument the minutes 
were adopted by 310 votes’ to 273.
